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Ex-soldier tackles Shelton after stint in Middle East

For many students, com- 
ing back, to school is some- 
thing they dread. For 
Natasha Rutledge, it is a 
relief. 

Rutledge is in the Army 
Reserve, and returned from 
overseas in July of 2003. 
She spent three months in 
Kuwait and one month in 
Iraq. There, she assigned 
incoming soldiers to their 
location in either Iraq or 
Kuwait. 

"It wasn't that hard to 
adjust to the Army lifestyle. 
I was brought up in a fairly 
strict household." Rutledge 
said. 

"At first I felt scared and 
angry that she had to go. 
Then I guess I just accepted 
the fact that she had to go," 
Rutledge's mother, Mattie 
Neai, said. 

Before she was sent over- 
seas, Rutledge was trained 
for a month on land naviga- 
tion, weapons training, 
physical fitness and first aid. 



"We're privileged in 
America. Those people had 
it bad. Being in the Army 
really made me appreciate 
all that I have," Rutledge 
said. 

Rutledge spent much 
of her time overseas 
sleeping and writing let- 
ters. 

"We didn't have very 
much time lo spare," 
Rutledge said. "Prayer, 
letters from family, and 
our unit supporting each 
other helped me out a lot 
over there." 

According to on-iine 
sources. The Army 
Reserve recruited 23,859 
in fiscal year 2005, which 
was 84 percent of its origi- 
nal goal. 

Despite the beliefs of 
many, Rutledge says there is 
really not much difference in 
the treatment of men and 
women in the Army. 

"They treat men and 
women equal. The physical 
fitness standards are differ- 
ent, but that's about 311." she 



said. 

Rutledge was born in 
Chicago, but in 1993. moved 
to Carroilton, Ala., in 




Nataslm Rutledge served in Kuwait 
and Iraq in 2003. 

Pickens County, where she 
graduated Carroilton High 
School in 2000. According 
to recent figures, exactly 
77.4 percent of citizens 
enlisted in the Army Reserve 
were high school graduates. 
"After I came home, I 
was spending time working, 
saving money, and getting

things in line financially 
before coming back to 
school,'* Rutledge said. 

She enrolled in the Army 
for the education benefits. 
She attended Mississippi 
University for Women in 
Columbus for three semes- 
ters until January of 2001. 
She decided to move back 
to Alabama and attend the 
much smaller Shelton State 
Community College. 3.7 
percent of the Army 
Reserve has had a year's 
experience in college. 

"I'm glad she finally 
gets to complete it this 
time. Every time she starts 
school, she gets sent away. 
It's something she's really 
wanted," Neal said. 

"My plans were to go to 
college, but I decided to let 
them pay for it," Rutledge 
said. 

Rutledge was sent home 
after her time overseas 
because her father passed 
away. After a little mourn- 
ing time, she became sick. 
She was not able to return 



overseas. 

"I kissed the ground at 
the Birmingham Airport. 
Needless to say I was excit- 
ed to return home," Rutledge 
said. 

When her father died, 
both she and her brother 
were overseas. It took 
longer to find her than her 
brother because she was in a 
blackout zone, so it really 
started to scare me. I was 
happy that they got to come 
home though." Neal said. 

Her unit is in Gordo, 
with the 813th Replacement 
Company. She has two 
years left in the Reserves. 

"I may reeniist after the 
two years are up," Rutledge 
said. 

Rutledge plans to transfer 
to the University of Alabama 
to pursue a degree in adver- 
tising. This is her first 
semester at Shelton. 

'The Army helped me 
have discipline, leadership 
skills, and a lot of apprecia- 
tion. That will help me out 
a lot in the future."

The Woman in Black 
shows once again what pro- 
fessional-quality theatre can 
do 

Although it was billed as 
a "spine chiller," the recent 
production of The Woman in 
Black didn't seem to exces- 
sively scare much of anyone 
in the crowds it gathered 
from Jan. 13-22 at the col- 
lege's Bean-Brown Theatre 
As a matter of fact, the 
spooky effects, the back- 
ground 
story and 
the acting 
were all 
what one 
might 
expect 
from a 
sure- 
enough , 
truth-in- 
advertis- 
ing ghost 
story. 

But the 
good news 
is that this 
was of the caliber one might 
expect of, say, Broadway— 
not "mere" community the- 
atrc. As is usually the case 
with Theatre Tuscaloosa, 
sitting through this produc- 
tion was an exercise in the- 
atre appreciation, a virtual 
classroom experience. 

The tour-dc-force of 
drama, in this case, must 
begin and finally end with 
the acting. Jeff Wilson and 
Gary Wise displayed their 
acting chops in a unique 
way— with one acting the 
role of the other and the first 
adopting a series of charac- 
ters, including a variety of 
British accents. The joy 
was in seeing them pull it 
off 

The set up was definite- 
ly post-modern. It was all 
very much a play-within-a- 
play scenario. The audi- 



ence was, in effect, invited 
to forget who was whom 
and where was where. 
Wilson's character (lawyer 
Arthur Kipps) tells Wises 
character (a professional 
actor) that he needs his help 
to make sense of a terrible 
event that has affected his 
life. He wants to be able to 
demonstrate to his family 
and friends the trauma he 
has endured. So the profes- 
sional actor agrees to adopt 

the role 
of Kipps 
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more 
skillful- 
ly acts 
out the 
actions 
and 
words of 
the peo- 
ple he had encountered. 

The chief pleasure for 
the audience, then, becomes 
mentally keeping straight 
who Kipps is now and just 
how much the actor is act- 
ing or how much he is actu- 
ally sharing in the fear 
Kipps felt. 

The audience is helped 
along the the expert use of 
the lighting and sound sys- 
tems, black, gauzy curtains 
and a misting machine.
